Applicant elects claim 3 for prosecution in this application, with traverse . 

Claims 3-9 are dependent on claim 1 and these claims implicate gene groups to be 
detected from the probe of claim 1 or 2. Applicant is accordingly hard pressed to understand the 
Examiner's statement that the claims describe inventions that are a slightly different type from 
the main claims. It is believed that these claims should be prosecuted together and such is 
requested herein. 

In any event, applicant notes that claim 1 has been indicated to be generic and if claim 1 
is allowed, so should all of the remaining claims, including the non-elected claims. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the Restriction Requirement of record is earnestly 

solicited. 

Applicant reserves the right to file a divisional application directed to the subject matter 
covered in the non-elected claims, if the election requirement is not withdrawn.
